“ROME, April 


begins, Sunday morning. 

Italy will have a 32-hour cooling 
off period preceding the trek to 
the polls, which open at 8 a.m. 
Sunday. The voting will continue 
until 2 p.m. Monday. It is esti- 
mated that 26,080,000 Italians will 
participate—the greatest  turn- 
out of voters in the country’s 
history. 

Italy and the world probably will 
have to wait until Wednesday for 
decisive returns in the election on 
the chamber of deputies. Senate 
returns are not expected to be con- 
elusive until the following day. 

How do Italians expect the elec- 
tion to come out? There, was one 
clue in the election lottery in which 
bettors pay 100 lire (15 cents) and 
predict the outcome. The average

Of Cherished Ambition

OTTAWA, April 17.—(CP)~— 
William Lyon Mackenzie King, 73 
years of age and mildly sick at 
home, is within three days of 
achieving a cherished ambition. 

On Tuesday he will match the 
unsurpassed record of Sir Robert 
Walpole in being the prime min- 
ister of a country within the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations for 
7,620 days or 20 years, 10 months 
and nine days, 

On Wednesday the Canadian 
prime minister will beat this rec- 
ord, four months before his an- 
ticipated retirement in August. 

Sir Robert Walpole was prime 
minister of Great Britaifi from 
April 3, 1721, to Feb 11, 1742. Mr 
King, chosen Liberal leader 29 
years ago, was elected prime min- 
ister of Canada Dee 29, 1921, 


In the last 26 years his leader- 
ship has seen two breaks. One 
lasted three. months in mid-1926 
during the famous constitution 
issue involving Lord Byng, then 
governor-general. The other last- 
ed through the 1930-35 depression 
years of the Conservative regime 
when Mr, King was opposition 
leader 

Suffering from a cold, he was 
confined to his home ‘Thursday 
But his office said he hopes to 
entertain Prince Charles of Bel- 
gium at dinner there tonight. The 
prime minister anticipates a re- 
turn to Commons Monday 

Still the Liberal chief, he led 
his forces in this week's freight

Blindness in Africa 


Fraugh

LONDON, April 17.—(CP)~— 
Blindness in colonial Africa and 
the Middle East is fraught with 
many horrors unknown in the 
western world: 

A husband may marry a bride 
he did not know was blind. 

Disease-carrying flies clustered 
on babies’ eyes are regarded as 
carriers of wisdom. 

Antimony dip-sticks used by 
several persons for adorning their 
eyes often carry infection. 

The blinded war pensioners has 
prestige and wealth second only 
to the tribal chief. 

These and other traffic details 
are disclosed in the report 
“Blindness in British Africa and 
Middle East Territories,” issued 
jointly by the colonial office and 
National Institute for the Blind, 
It forecasts an intensive propa- 
ganda campaign aimed at sight 
saving. 

It says that 75 to 80 per cent of 
blindness in the colonies is pre- 
ventable. In Tanganyika there 
are fewer than three doctors to 
every 100,000 residents, compared 
with 50 in the United Kingdom.

Italy at the Crossroads 


The Italian people go to the polls 
tomorrow in an election which is virtually 
a choice between the democratic and 
communistic forms of government. 

A democratic victory will be a serious 
setback to the Soviet Univii in its open 
attempt to communize Europe. A com- 
munistic victory will hand Italy over to 
an alien political conception from which 
it is unlikely the Italian people could ever 
be delivered except by force of arms, 

Political prophecy is thankless and 
dangerous. Nevertheless it is difficult to 
see how a clear-cut triumph for Commu- 
nism could be achieved in Italy unless the 
voting is blatantly dishonest or unless the 
Italian people have undergone a radical 
change of heart in less than a year. 

During May and June of 1947, the 
United Press made a careful and exhaus- 
tive survey of the incidence of communis- 
tic membership throughout Europe. 

This news service found that outside 
Russia the largest communistic member- 
ship was in Germany which had 2,221,125 
persons affiliated with the party. It was 
found that France had 2,000,000 Com- 


That is to say, there is poured into 
Canadian society every year some 2,000 
persons who can either become useful 
citizens or menaces to life and property. 
What they actualy do become depends 
very largely upon the opportunities given 
them. 

A prisoner is released from a Cana- 
dian penitentiary with new clothing, a 
ticket to his home and not less than $10 
in cash. 

With that equipment he faces a world 
that is frequently hostile and suspicious. 
If he is given a chance, such as the John 
Howard Society tries to give him, he will 
complete his rehabilitation in perhaps 60 
cases out of 100. 

If he is not given a helping hand, he 
takes the easiest course and seeks out his 
old companions in crime. 

The John Howard Society is a great 
humanitarian institution engaged in sal- 
vaging the economic and social potentiali- 
ties in human beings. It should have the 
full support of this community.

There are further factors that should 
enter into the election decision, The re- 
cent implementation of the Marshall Plan 
should relieve Italians of some of their 
economic desperation, 

Russia’s rejection of the western pro- 
posal to return Trieste to Italy has also 
been resented by Italians. 

Anything can happen, of course. But 
the normal indications point to a repudia- 
tion of Communism in tomorrow’s voting. 


Responsibility of the Christian 


In his first epistle, St. Peter writes: 

“Having your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles; that, whereas they 
speak against you as evildoers, they may, 
by your good works which they shall be- 
hold, glorify God in the day of his visita- 
tion.” 

One of the meanings to be taken from 
this passage is that the Christian will be 
judged by non-Christians, not by what 
he says, but by what he does. 

This fact is forgotten very frequently 
among church members and professing 
Christians, 

It is good to set an example by going 
regularly to church, It is good to confess 
oneself a Christian, But the Christian 
bears his finest witness for the Faith in 
the way he lives his life. 

The cause of Christendom is not ad- 
vanced very much by the man who is 


excessively pious on Sunday and who 
indulges in all sorts of loose living and 
business trickery during the week. 

In this respect, the responsibility of 
the Christian is tremendous. It is not only 
himself who is judged by his week-day 
behavior but the whole Church, 

The part-time Christian can crucify 
Christ just as brutally in his daily life as 
He was crucified upon Calvary.

However, 
the Reds have been slipping since 
then, until the Christian Demo- 
cratic party under Premier de 
Gasperi, and the other rightist 
parties, now claim they will have 
sufficient strength to form a gov- 
ernment in the new parliament 

Several factors have contribut- 
ed to this change. The Marshall 
Plan has persuaded many voters 
to turn to the Christian Demo- 
crats. Fear that the United States 
would withhold help if Commun- 
ism won also has been a power- 
ful influence. 

As Communist stock began to 
fall there were Red threats of vio- 
lence. And there were many 
strong-arm demonstrations De 
Gasperi’s answer to this was to 
declare that he would meet force 
by force, and to back up his words 
he distributed troops in strategie 
positions throughout the country,
